TJSKKIBLE 
ItAILKOAD 
ACCIDENT. 


Nineteen Fa»ienger» Killed and Fifty or 


Sixty Injured. 


JACKSON, Mich., October 13.—One of 


the most frightful railroad accidents of 
the year occurred here at 9:40 this 
morning. The second section of an 
Oswego special ran into the end of the 
first, telescoping two coaches, smash- 
ing cars and crushing the life out of 
scores of people. Inside of twenty 
minutes six bodies were taken out and 
the work is only begun. A wrecking 
train is just coming to the scene to 
lift the shattered cars. 


The wreck was caused by a misplaced 


switch. It is estimated that the dead 
and injured will number over one hun- 
dred. 


The accident occurred while the flrst 


section was standing on the track. 
Some passengers were out on the 
ground, some were eating breakfast and 
many were asleep. The telescoped 
rars were the first and second ones 
troni the rear of the flrst special. No 
one can say how many are killed. Un- 
dertakers, physicians and assistants 
are on the ground doing all they can. 
The sights are appalling. Every under- 
taking establishment in the city is 
overrun with dead. 


The accident was not due to a mis- 


placed switch, as flrst reported. Engi- 
neer "VVhalen, in charge of the last sec- 
tion, says he baw the danger signal to 
keep back, but when he tried to stop 
the train, he found the air brakes would 
not work, making it impossible to stop. 
Whalen was badly burned and one leg 
was broken. 


All the dead and injured have been 


taken from the wreck. The dead num- 
ber nineteen and the injured fifty-two. 
Most of the dead are frightfully man- 
gled.

The Coroner's Inquest Into tile Murder 


in Progress. 


SiN FRANCISCO, October 13.—Patrick 


Collins, accused of the mnrder of his 
wife, was arraigned before Judge Joa- 
chimsen yesterday morning, A plea of 
not guilty was entered, and then the 
brutal-looking prisoner was taken to 
the office of the Coroner to be present 
at the inquest into the circumstances 
of the crime. 


As soon as he entered the stuffy and 


crowded apartment the inquiry began. 
Mrs. 
Mary Dillon, the flrst witness, 


identified the body of the murdered 
woman as that of her sister, Sarah Col- 
lins. Then Mr. Dillon was called. He 
gave an account of the unhappy rela- 
tions between Mr. and Mrs. Collins, 
and related the circumstance that a 
year and a half ago Collins attacked 
the woman with a knife and cut her.

The 
couple had not lived together for two 
years and during this period Mrs. Col- 
lins had supported herself. 


Two sons of the prisoner were among 


Their testimony indi- 
cated that Collins had long treated! his 
wife with much brutality.

red dollars, or for a monthly license, (which 
shall date from tho first day of the month in 
which such license is issued) of two hundred 
and fifty dollars, or by the day, for each and 
every day, that he or they shall be engaged 
in said business, twenty-fhe dollars; pro- 
vided, however, that all persons having 
second-hand household goods and furniture, 
socond-harid vehicles and live stock may sell 
or cause to bo sold at public auction or out- 
cry w ithout obtaining: a license therefor. 
Section 2 of said amendatory orduiapce is

IN OLD OCEAN'S DEPTHS. 


living Xjtntenu That Are Borne About to 


light Up the Darkness. 


Away down in the dark depths of the 


ocean there are living lanterns that are 
borne about to light up the darkness. A 
queer fiah called the midshipmi te carries 
the brightest and most striking of all 
these sea torches. 


Along its back, under it and at the 


base of its fina there are small disks that 
Blow with a clear phosphorescent light 
like rows of shining buttons on the 
young middy's uniform—in thin way it 
gets its name, midshipmite, by which 
young sailors in the navy are of ten called. 


These disks are exactly like small 


bullseye lanterns with regular lenses 
and reflectors. 


The lenses gather the rays, and the re- 


flectors throw them out again. There 
is a layer of phosphorescent cells between 
the two, and the entire effect is as per- 
fect as if made by some skillful optician. 


Many other fish have "reflectors," 


many have "lenses," but the "midship- 
mite" is the only kind that has such 
splendid specimens of both. 


The fish is so constructed that when it 


is frightened by some devouring sea 
monster it can close its lenses and hide 
itself in the darkness. It can turn its 
lantern off and on at will, and then it is 
always "filled" and ready when wanted. 


Another marine animal has a luminous 


bulb that hangs from its chin, and thus 
throws the light before it to warn it of 
the approach of enemies. Still another 
upholds a big light from the extremity 
of the dorsal fin. Others, again, have 
constant supplies of a luminous oil that 
runs down their sides from the fins, mak- 
ing a bright and constant light all 
around them. 


Most of the jellyfish are phosphor- 


escent. These live far down on the very 
floor of the ocean, where it is always 
dark and gloomy. The dwellers in these 
watery depths are provided with lights 
of their own shining bodies and fins, 
which illumine their home with a 
strange though no doubt cheerful glare.

Unclaimed Prize Money. 


Three hundred thousand dollars in un- 


disputed prize money still remains in 
the treasury awaiting claims by sailors 
to whom it belongs. Uncle Sam merely 
holds this sum as the left over balance of 
a trust fund. Unhappily those to whom 
It is owing are mostly dead and will 
never ask for their shares. 


Their bones have been scattered by 


shipwrecks all over the world, though 
the names of all of them are written in 
the government's book, with the amount 
in dollars and cents due to each. It is 
only occasionally nowadays that appli- 
cations are made for awards of cash from 
this deposit of treasure. Eventually 
nearly all of it will be turned over by 
congress to some other purpose for lack 
of claimants. 


This money represents a part of the 


great sum derived from the sale of cap- 
tured vessels during the rebellion. Near. 
ly ail of these craft were blockade run- 
ners, and of the latter nine-tenths were 
owned in Great Britain. Some of the 
finest steamships ever built were used by 
Englishmen for running the Union block- 
ade during the war. British naval offi- 
cers got loaves of absence, during which 
they commanded blockade runners. 
Blockade running is a very peculiar busi- 
ness. There is no penalty for it tinder 
international law except the confiscation 
of the ship and her cargo. The people on 
board of her are treated in all other re- 
spects as if they were transacting a le- 
gitimate lufreantilo business.
